mission to negotiate with the several counties who borrowed money 

from the United States to conduct the war, for adjustment and re- 

funding of the several debts. The commission consists of five—the 
secretary of the treasury, Secretary Hoover, Secretary Hughes, 

Senator Smoot and Representative Burton. The nominations were 

confirmed April 10, 1922, despite efforts to prove that under the 

Constitution and the law, neither Senator Smoot nor Representative 

Burton were eligible. 

“In February 1923, the commission reported an agreement with 
Great Britain for the refunding of that country’s debt to the United 
States amounting to $4,600,00,000, by the delivery of bonds to that 
amount to the United States treasury bearing three per cent interest 

. for ten years, and three and one-half per cent for the balance of the 
62 years the life of the bonds. The payments will be $23,000,- 
000 for the first year, and increase annually until the sixty-sec- 
ond year the last payment will be $175,000,000.

international chamber of commerce in-anticipation of the discussion 
of the problem at the forthcoming meeting of the chamber at 
Brussels. 

The question is also under consideration by the economic and 
finance committee of the League of aNtions and is being studied by 
the finance department of the chamber of commerce of the United 
States. a la 

The subject is one of particular moment to large commercial 
and industfial organizations in the United States which maintain 
selling ‘agencies and assembling stations abroad, Some of these, not 
only pay heavy taxes at home, but, in some cases, proportionately 
higher taxes in foreign countries where they are doing business. 

The double taxation committee, of the international chamber, 
considered the problem at a meeting early this year and expressed 
the opinion the “‘present state of fiscal legislation in the different 
countries impose upon international commerce and industry taxes 
which individually are already high and, taken together, constitute 
burdens so heavy that they paralyze the development of international 
trade and consequently threaten to endanger the prosperity of

nations.” ss 

From the discussions among the various national’ committees, 
two methods of procedure have evolved. One is to select concrete 
individual cases of hardship and attempt to remedy these. The other 
method advocated is to attempt to formulate general principles as 


soon. as possible which, if adopted by the various countries, would 
obviate the present difficulties.
